OpL Polk Laffoon one of the
best known men in this part of
the state was summoned to his
long home Monday morning

> bout jive oclock Mr Laffoon
fl

had been in ill health for some
time past but his condition was
not thought to be serious and
his family and friende were not
alarmed about him He went
to bed Sunday evening without
complaining and early Monday
morning called to his servant to
feed the chickens The servant
left Mr Laffoon sitting on the
side of the bed apparently in as
good health as usual When he
returned however Mr Laffoon
was lying across the bed and
when the negro spoke to him he
did not answer Thia alarmed
the man and he at once tried to
arouse his master but without
success The household was at

I

once aroused and assistance sent
for but it was too late the old
soldier was dead

Mr Laffoon had been a resi ¬

dent of Hopkins county all his
life lie was born here on Oct
24 1844 and was consequently
62 years old When a young
manho joined the Confederate
army and was made Lieutenant I

of Co 1 10th Ky Infantry un
der Col Adam Johnson who
commanded one of Morgans
brigades He served through
the war and was discharged at
the close with an unsullied repu ¬

tation and an enviable record
After the war closed he began

the practice of law and continued
in the same until his death In
1872 he was elected county at
torney of Hopkins county with-
out

¬

opposition In 1884 ho won
the fight of his life when he fle ¬

feated the ion James FOlay
congressDuring primary Mr Laf

foqn made one of the most
v

thorough canvasses ever made
in the Second district His work
in congress was reinarkable He
introduced and had passed many
measures that now remain on
the statute books

He was a power on the stump
and took part in many cam-

paigns

state He was unflinching dem ¬

ocrat dwasatith command

Miss Hattie Parker and to their
union four childred were born
three of whom survive They

The case ofR E Jones who

sought to enjoin the holding of
primaries for Senator and to force
voters to disclose how they vote
for Congressman was heard by
Judge Galloway today

arguments Judge Galloway ruled

Glasgow Ky Oct 20I
William Randolp Hearst or W
J Bryan with their ideas of
public ownership could only see-

the absolute failure of the ex ¬

periment entered upon by this
town and county which bought
a railroad and after a 30 yea
trial actually gave the property
away to keep from operating it
they might conclude that the
way of public ownership was
not the practical success that the
theorists have planned

This city opce paid more that
250000 for a railroad line s

operated it for hiany years and
then by a vote of 050 against 82
authorized the sale of the road
to any one who would take it off
the citys hands and would pay
the small remaining debt

In the early sixties when the
Louisville and Nashville railroad
was built southward and passed
within ten miles of the town
the citizens determined to con ¬

struct a branch road connecting
Glasgow with the main line The
town and precinct voted almost
unanimously to issue bonds for
the payment of the cost of con-

struction The interest ton these
bonds were to be paid by a year ¬

ly tax on all property but th
bonds themselves were to b
paid by the profits of tho rail ¬

road
It Lo ked Oood

It looked onQd when the
first train steamed into Glasgow
there was great rejoicing

Joftflxescegan
taxes continued Strutters com-

ing

into the town to locate in
quired of the tax rates When
they found these rates to
be so hijrh they backed out t

and the railroad tax hung as
millstone around the neck of tlie
towns prosperity

The profits of the operation of
the railroad were thousands
dollars less than expected an
some years there ware deficits s
even It was expected that with
in a few years tike profits would
pay these and the road wouldlbe
free of debt

But for thirty years thes
taxes continued until more than
250000 had been paid andstill

the debt amounted to more than
half the original amount The
citizens saw that the tax load
Was preventing the development
of the town and was draining
them of thousands of dollars
every year

The directors of the road were
elective and representative citi ¬

zeus were always chosen to the
office These directors served
without pay but the positions
carried with them annual passes
on the Louisville and Nashville
railroad and the fight at the
polls degenerated into a squab ¬

ble for railroad passes without
regard to the care of tile public
railroad

But the citizens finally tired
of the everlasting railroad taxes
and the annual fight for the
passes and they determined to
sell the road Just how sick they
were of public ownership is
shown by the vote cast in favor
of the sale when it came to a
test There were 1082 votes
cast at the election and of these
050 were to sell the road
